The following is the ftjll text of 
the protest made to the council by 
the committee of the library hoard, 
objecting to the reduction in the tax 
levy for library purpose*: 
Brainerd, Minn., Dec. 12, I P l 6 . 


At a-meetlng of the Brainerd L i­ 
brary Board on Monday evening. De­ 
cember l l , a motion wa* carried that 
a committee be appointed to com­ 
municate with the city council of 
Brainerd and enter a femonatrance 
against the recent action of that body 
in m incing the annual tax levy for 
library purposes from one-half to one- 
quarter mill. 
The Lib rary Board and their com­ 
mittee fully appreciate til** peculiar 
financial condition which 
the 
city 
council la called upon to meet at the 
present time and the necessity of re­ 
ducing expenditures to a minimum. 
To the Lib rary Board, however, there 
appears to he special and peculiar 
reasons why the levy should not he 
reduced.

F irst: 
The present reduction in 
the levy Cor library purposes Is In 
violation of a w ritten agreement ent­ 
ered into hot ween the city of B ra in ­ 
erd and Andrew Carnegie at the time 
the lihrary building was donated by 
Mr. Carnegie 
to this 
city, 
which 
agreement wns ratified by the city 
council held on May IS , 19<>3. and so 
far as we are aware, the action of 
this former city council has never 
been rescinded. 
Second: 
W e believe that a levy of 
a quarter of a mill, furnishing an es­ 
timated revenue 
of 
approxim ately 
I (SOO would so seriously im pair the 
efficiency of the public library as to 
raise a question as whether such ac­ 
tion would be trite economy. 
If it Is not already too late, the 
committee appointed by the Lib rary 
Bourd 
would earnestly request 
the 
city council to try to devise some way 
K 
which the public library may be 
m aintained in a manner satisfactory 
to the public and without violating 
the legal and moral obligation In ­ 
curred in accepting the gift of the 
library building.
